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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group I, claim(s) 1,2,5,6,12,13,15-21,24, drawn to method of repairing lined pipe. 
Group II, claim(s) 28-30,32-45,47-53, 55, drawn to conveyance apparatus. 
The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The only technical 
feature of the conveyance in claim 1 is that it is capable of traveling through a pipeline 
and comprises an inspection, excising, debris removal, and application means. The 
conveyance claim 28 requires a plurality of wheeled vehicles with a drive connected to 
the wheels that are capable of traveling along a pipeline. There is no shared special 
technical feature other than a conveyance apparatus, which is known in the art, such as 
that of Brockett et al US Patent 3164491 in view of Sigel, WO 88/07645. The 
conveyance apparatus could be used in other applications, such as mine inspections 
and repairs, and the pipeline could be repaired using non-wheeled vehicles. 

A telephone call was made to Mr. Batzli on 3/22/2006 to request an oral election 
to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made. 
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Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
reserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not 
distinctly and specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the 
election shall be treated as an election without traverse.
